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REMARKS 

Pursuant to the above claim amendments, Applicant has canceled Claim 19. This 
cancellation is being made without disclaimer as Applicant intends to pursue that claim in a 
continuation application. Claims 1-18, 20-33 remain pending for consideration. 

Claim Rejections 

Claims 20, 22-25, and 27-33 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 1-9 and 12-18 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,289,558. Applicant is submitting a terminal disclaimer herewith to overcome 
the rejection and Applicant respectfully requests allowance of Claims 20, 22-25, and 27-33. 

Claims 21 and 26 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 1-9 and 12-18 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,289,558 in view of Martin. The terminal disclaimer filed concurrently herewith overcomes 
the instant claim rejection, and Applicant requests withdrawal of the rejection of Claims 21 
and 26 and further requests allowance of the same. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant acknowledges and thanks the Examiner for the indicated allowability of 
Claims 1-18.
